THE LOOP IS NEARER REALITY 


Fifteen years ago the Great Western Divide loop road was 
quite a topic of conversation — a road that would tie into 190 
highway at Quaking Aspen, travel south down the Western di- 
vide to the vicinity of Double Bunk, drop off the divide toward 
the east into Johnsondale, then on down the Kern canyon to Bak- 
ersfield. 

Such a loop road tieing together Bakersfield and Porterville 
with Springville, Johnsondale, and resort areas, was visualized as 
a most inviting scenic drive, also as a road with considerable 
commercial value. 

It is still these things — and progress has been made. 

At present 190 highway out of Porterville to the top of the 
divide is not exactly a highspeed boulevard, but it's not a bad 
mountain. road, either. The Western Divide link from Quaking 
Aspen to Double Bunk is a thing of real beauty. The Kern can- 
yon road out of Johnsondale is in no worse category, certainly, 
than 190 highway. 

But at the south end of the presently improved Western Di- 
vide highway there is a seven-mile drop-off into Johnsondale that 
leaves something to be desired. We'd say that it is safe for a 
string of pack mules, if the mules don't mind dust; well, we'll even 
admit that cars can and do go over it, but it is a most discour- 
aging obstacle to the uninitiated mountain driver who would like 
to make the aforementioned loop drive. 

It is only this approximately seven miles that now remains to 
be improved to complete the Western Divide loop. 

Chances are that improvement of this last remaining section 
will have to be done with Forest roads money, an item that even 
in hundred billion dollar national budgets is hard to find. 

But Lawrence Whitfield, Sequoia Forest supervisor, is aware 
of the desirability of bringing this section of road up to stand- 
ard for general public use. Just when he can get the money to 
do it is another matter, but many of us can recall when there was 
little more than a trail along any of the Western divide. 

So progress has been made; we hope that progress sort of 
gets into a gallop regarding that final seven-mile link. 

And meanwhile, we hope that the great boondoggle known 
as the Sierra Way gets no further than committee in Washing- 
ton D.C. until such time as roads that we already have, and that 
are planned in the Sierra, are developed to acceptable stand-

The need for concerted action to create long-term 
job opportunities for American youths is vital to 
national well-being.

W. P. Gullander, president of the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers made great good sense in 
testifying before the House Labor subcommittee.

WITH PROBLEM OF CROP HARVESTING 


LOS ANGELES, July 29 — Five 
million dollars worth of rail and 
truck transportation, $5.25 mil- 
lion worth of shipping crates, 
$10.5 million in wages for Pickers 
and packinghouse workers, and 
more than a quarter of a million 
for crushed ice. 

These, says the Council of Cali- 
fornia Growers, are some of the 
secondary economic stakes involvy- 
ed in this year’s harvest of Cali- 
fornia’s estimated $30 million can- 
taloupe crop. 

‘‘We can expect the labor situa- 
tion to become critical when such 
major cantaloupe producing areas 
as Huron and Firebaugh-Mendota 
in the San Joaquin Valley start 
harvesting within a few weeks,” 
says Frank Castiglione, executive 
vice president of Western Growers 


association in Log Angeles. 
Approximately 28,000 acres of 


cantaloupes have been planted 
this year in those two areas. 

Castiglione said that even in the 
Blythe area with only 4,000 acres, 
the lack of qualified picking labor 
resulted in an estimated 15 per- 
cent loss of crop. 

“We have our fingers crossed 
now over what will happen when 
the harvest moves north into the 
big acreage areas,” Castiglione re- 
ports. “For one reason, these 
areas will require from six to 
eight times the labor force requir- 
ed in the Blythe area, or in the 
Arvin-Wheeler Ridge area in Kern 
county where harvesting has just 
started. For another, Huron and 
Firebaugh are not as close to as 
many population centers where

supplemental seasonal labor can 
be recruited as readily as, for ex- 
ample, in Kern county. For still 
another, by the time the canta- 
loupes ripen farther north, our 
growers will be competing for la- 
bor with growers of other big 
crops ripening at the same time.” 

Castiglione explained that, un- 
like some other crops, cantaloupes 
must be picked within a few hours 
when they start ripening. If not. 
they quickly spoil‘on the vine.
